The league is composed prin- 
cipally of liberal intellectuals 
and was founded in Chungking 
in 194]. It was at firat an 
amalgamation of the China 
Youth party, The National So- 
ciallst: party, the Third party, 
the National Salvation group, 
the Vocational Education 
group and the Rural Educa- 
tional group. 

The head of the league is Mr. 
Chang Nan, one of the leaders 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen's 1911 re- 
volution, which overthrew the 
Manchu dynasty and made 
China a republic. 

Chang Nan_ is a 74-year-old 
former educationist, He dresses 
in traditional Chinese long 
sown, wears a beard and an old- 
fashioned Chinese skull cap. 

The league, unlike the Kuo- 
mintang and Communist partys 
has no army and no apparent 
military backing. It boasts 
about 10,000 members.

I shall not know 
how this demobilised labour 
will dispose itself over indus- 
try until the men come out of 
the Army in full strength. But 
we should know at the end of 
the year,” 

Mr. Bevan said that there had 
been some criticism that the 
Government had not carried vut 
the exact letter of a promise to 
establish a Ministry of Housing, 
In fact, they had fulfilled the 
substance of their promise and 
had concentrated the respon- 
sibility for housing in one 
Ministry. 

“If IT fail, it will be for Jack 
of personal qualities and not be- 
gause the instrument itself is 
deficient,” Mr. Bevan added-— 
Keuter.
